Diplomatic author- 
ities reported meanwhlie that the adralnistrntfon is presently 
planning to ask coiiBrcsa for authority to spend on Latin- 
American and Canadian commodities at least $6,000,000,000 
of what over-all long range funds for Europe are provided, 
to reduce the drain on U. S. resources. At present foreign 
loans such as those made to Great Britain carry the stlpula- 
ttiori that the funds must be spent In the United States, 
PPrcsident Truman will lay his $597,000,000 program for stop- 
gap aid for Franco, Italy and Austria before the opening 
session of congrcsa Monday,

54 Injured Counted for

NAMPA, Nov. 15— Eight persons are believed to be dead and 54 injured in a South First 
street explosion here tonight which demolished two buildings and shattered a number of 

others. Police Chief J. R. McCarthy said five persons are known to be dead. First person 
identified was Eugene E. Janssen, a 28-year-old Nampa truck driver. The, Robinson funeral 
home said it had been informed that eight ^persons had been killed but had no bodies. The- 

Walker funeral home reported It had one body, that of a man "about 40." McCarthy said ho thought some bodies still 
remain In tho debris. 

Wrecking crews worked feverishly at the piles of debris in their search for dead and injured, but by midnight had 
not yet reached the rear of the two demolished buildings. Kim Fong, owner of the Forbidden Palace, the building in which 
tho explosion occurred, is in Samaritan hospital In serious condition and two other Chinese, Pop Fong and Kix Fong, are

France, Italy Disorders Spread

In France, a MnrselUo waterfront strike stemming from tho killing of a communist Wed- 
nesday night spread to Nice, In Paris, communists called for "action on the popular mass- 
es" and promised "active support" of gas and , transport workers against a rise in utility 
rates.

SEWAGE, WATER, CONTAGION 
Now that the polio epidemic is aprcadlns 
throughout aouthem Idaho with a total or 
230 caaea reported alnce July 1. speculation 
as to the underlying cause directs our 
thoughts to such things as questionable water 
sources and Inadequate sewage disposal. 

This Is not Intended as any comment to 
cause alarm, because no one In authority has 
issued any wamins on such a hosls. But 
it should focus more attention upon the fact 
that Idaho has been violating for years some 
of the foremost rules of sanitation. 

Not only do cities. Twin Falls Included, 
dump their sewage Into rivers, but these same 
cities in turn use these contaminated atrcamB 
as the source of their domestic water supplies. 
Coupled with that common practice is the 
widespread use ,of Improperly designed septic 
tanks which direct added filth Into the strata 
of our porous lava rock formations. Wells 
and clstoms, In many Instances, become pol- 
luted from this source, to the extent that our 
state health department Issues repeated 
warnings. 

Although the medical profession has been 
reluctant to make statements as to causes 
which have contributed to the present In- 
fantile paralysis epidemic, It has been re- 
ported as an established fact at Boise, for 
Instance, that polio virus is present in sewage 
In that Tldnltr, even though that condition 
may not be responsible for the spread of the 



In this connection, Boise may be one of the 
first cities in Idaho to take steps ogalnst pos- 
sible future ■ contagion from such sources. 
Next Tuesday the capital city's taopayers will 
"^ote on the Issuance of bonds for the con-' 
ftructlon of a new sewage disposal plant, and 
It appears likely the election will carry. 

At present, Boise like many other Idaho 
cities, Is dumping Its sewage into the river, 
irrigation water from which later comes in 
contact w\fh the public la more ways than the 
people cqspeiSt. '. 

Twin Falls,-ils most of us know, dumps Its 
sewage Into Rock creek In the vicinity of the 
hospital. Potentially; the city Is facing a bad 
situation.. When our supplemental sewer sys- 
tem, now approoching completion, dumps Its 
added volume Into Rock crcok in the same 
vicinity, the odor which already is o,ffenslvo 
at times will become all the more ob'jcctlon- 
oble. And our new county hospital will be 
located even neorer to that unhealthful, un- 
sanitary and revolting cesspool which Is 
practically within our city limits. 

We, too, had better be thinking about a 
modem sewage disposal planti 

THE SPEaAL SESSION 

The American people seem to he generally 
■ agreed that the special session of congress 
which convenes Monday is necessary. Judging 
from the state of world affairs and the high 
cost of living at home. 

But there is no particular Indication that 
much will come from this special session. 
The problems are altogether too complex. 
There's too much of a mixture of things 
Idealistic and realistic to be reconciled. 

Our efforts to relievo hunger and suffering 
abroad and to rehabilitate the deserving 
countries of Europe ore noble in purpose, but 
such relief on one hand encourages antagon- 
isms on the other. 

How this country can continue to export 
scarce Items to H^irope and underwrite more 
and more the cost of expanded relief abroad 
without Increasing still further the cost of 
living at homo Is a problem which suggests 
little in the way of a solution. 

We hope we ore not being too pessimistic, 
but it remains to be seen U congress was 
colled Into special session as a gesture in res- 
ponse to an apparent necessity, or whether 
it actually has a program which will offer 
something in the way of a solution.

"This lUong political poslUon of tho last two years 
has only reccnUy been threatened as a result of tho 
municipal elecUons, which were largely fought on 
local Issues. 

"Tho RPP (De OauUe) polled nearly 40 per cent 
of the TOto on an anU-communlst platform, but lu 
strength has been drawn largely from defecUons from 
tho nght-of-center party, and not from the left. On 
tho whole, the communists maintained their hold 
over a substantial fraction of the municipal electorate. 
The aoclallals. the Uiird largest party, made allaht 
gains. 

ACCENTUATE— "Comments from qualified observ- 
ers hold that the Inunedlato effect of thla election 
may be to accentuate the taslablllly which has long 
been tho bano of French pollUcs by splltung Uio 
French people and the French assembly' Into right and 
left groups of more or less equal strength. 

"Whether Oenerml Do OauUe can achieve power, 
and. tf ho does, will adopt the necessary measurea of 
sUblltiaUon and reform that tho present center coall- 
Uon ftovcmment had planned, remains uncertain.

The men who nm It 
have Uttlo sympathy for outsiders 
and taterlopers. 

Reluctantly. In ItMO, they took 
WcndeU Wlllklo and later they bit- 
terly regretted It. One reason they 
took Wlllklo was because tho boom 
for him had been bo skilfully and 
quietly manipulated behind the 
scenes. Another reason was that 
they believed their chances of win. 
nlng with a bold newcomer to poll, 
tics were bfltcr than with any of 
tho weJI-wom veterans vj-lng /or 
tho nomtaatlon. 

In 1018 Ihey might bo persuaded 
to take Elsenhower If II appeared 
that they could win only with a 
glamorous, popular, headline flgtu^. 
But come nekt June at Philadelphia, 
they are not likely to think any' 
thing of tho kind. 

Confidence within the party has 
not been gravely shaken by the out- 
come of the recent elections, when 
Kentucky went to the Democrats. 
The Republicans face IMS with 
bright confidence. It Is not so great, 
of course, as to tempt them to go 
"back to Bricker," which some of 
the party mnnanem would like to 
do. So the finger, of destiny rests 
on Gov. niomnii E. Dewey, N. Y., 
while Dewey looks with professional 
modesty In the other dlrecUon. 

The realists and tho cyiUcs have 
often been wrona, Tliey' calculate 
on such practical thlnits as delegate 
strenBth and tho ability to Uno up 
delCRates long before tho roll 1b 
colled. They tend to Itmoro the 
cosmic ta tangibles— sentiment, emo- 
tion, popular fovor. And on the 
'hole. Judscd by pcrfonmance, they 
can ottord to Ignore Uieso tntangU 
bles. 

■nils, then. Is the poUtlcnl Q.E.D. 
But It leaves out of consideration 
the towering figure of Elsenhower 
and his very real hold on the Imagl- 
noUon of mllUom of Americans. 

As ' for tho general himself, he 
tries hard to be frank with tho 
visitors who press him about his 
lntcntlon.1. He telLi them that he 
emphatically down't want the Job. 
Ho contemplates the possibility with 
somcthtag llko horror. 

But— If a miracle should occur 
and there should be a spontaneous 
demand for Elsenhower, ho could 
not nny no to It. That would be a 
duty, and a soldier always ansv,-ers 
the call to duty. Such a refusal of 
duty, OS Elsenhower knows as well 
as any professional politician, has 
never occurred. 

To say a flat, final, absolute, un- 
questionable no ta the famous words 



of Gen. William T. Sherman would 
not be patriotic ta the present 
troubled sUta of the.world. So there 
U always the call to the highest 
duty that might remotely come. 

Yet those close to Elsenhower 
have a feeling that, to fotestoll 
such a call he may yet eome out 
with the Sherman prooounccment 
to the effect tbkt be oould. not be 
"drafted" and that he would not 
run even If be were. Such a pro- 
ooimcement would cartataly atai- 
pll^ General Ike's life. It would 
end the bun of speculation that 
Elsenhower ftads so imtatloXi He 
wants to bo believed when he a4yi, 
with oil possible fervor, that he 
does not want Uie prealdeiioy. 

The presidential bug la a gtim 
which paralyzes Its victim. Even 
the threat of It produces imnatural 
strata and anxiety, and General 
Ike today looks stnUned and ha- 
rassed: 

Not ta many yean Iulb he had a 
vacation. Therefore, shortly after 
Jan. I. he will go on a 00-day leave. 
When he returns, ho will take up 
his new duUes as president of Co- 
lumbia university. 

Elsenhower has been deluged by 
offers from publishers to "tell all" 
In the kind of popular, hot-off-the- 
griddle memoir appearing on the 
best-seller lints. He has ateadfastly 
refused. Tho general believes that 
both the "I won the war single- 
handed" and the "1 could have won 
tho peace If they had only let me" 
schools of wTltlng hove chiefly done 
horm. He Is determined not to add 
to IL The man who had so much 
to do with making history Is wisely 
determined to hove no port In the 
WTlUng of It until tlmo has put a 
broader perspective , on him and on 
the great events ta which he took 
part."

3. "In the absence of new largo 
United States' loans, nat exports will 
undoubtedly decline as a result of 
the tt-orld shortage ol 'dollars." 

3. "The voluntary accumulation 
of Inventories may also be ex- 
pected lo ccme to an end as stocks 
approoch a normal relationship to 
shipments and salee." 

Tlic report said, however, that 
"Important changes In Eovemmental 
policy with respect to foreign loons 
and domestic taxation may ol course 
alter the situation materially.**

But failure to ralso all the grain 
possible puts a further strain oi 
Uie v. B ability to meet Europ*' 
stated wheat requirements.

DENVER, Nov. IS (JPtSh complete 
embargo on machinery 'and hard 
tool shipments to Russia "unless and 
until we reach a clear and open 
agreement with the Soviet union on 
ft program of constructive rebuild- 
ing of Europe," was called for here 
last night by Harold E Sl4Ui3en. an- 
nounced candidate for the Republi- 
can presidential nomlnallon. 

Stassen, speaking before Colora- 
do's Lincoln club, composed of Re- 
publicans of the state, pointed out 
that the HorrUnan report to the fed- 
eral government "very clearly states" 
that «o-called hard machine tools 
and electrical equipment are scarce 
In the United' States, and are even 
less available for shipment U 
"countries wo are trying to help re- 
build."

Tliey are among Uie thousands 
of DPi— they call themsclvea "de- 
layed pilgrims" now— who. since 
la^t Thanksgiving, have [led the 
persecutions ot Etirope tor the peace 
and security ot the United SUtes. 
They came here friendless, money- 
is and without resources except 
dctermlnaUon and hope. The Unit- 
ed Service for New Americans guar- 
anteed they wouldn't become publlo 
chargcA, and helped them get re- 
located. 

It was u good gamble. Byrd, bis 
Ife. Fanny, and Itielr daughter, 
Elltabcth. 30, landed In the U. S. 
lant February. In nine months they 
have moved to Dallas, found a home 
and Jobs, obtained first cItUenahIp 
papers: attended night achool -to 
study English. American history and 
government, and begun savins mon- 
ey to pay for tlieir own home 
perhaps a buslncis, 

year ago they , hardly dared 
hope any of this would be true. Hicy 
fttlll were living In the shadow ol 
Uic war.
